Every girl on the university campus may try out for an inter¬ 
varsity team, an opportunity which should not be forfeited, for your 
potential abilities will be skillfully developed by our trained coaches. 
Notices of team tryouts and practices will be posted in the gym, the 
Sheaf, Sask. Hall and other well populated areas on the campus. 
If you are the least bit interested in athletics, please be sure to 
attend the tryouts! 

Most of you will have heard of our fabulous Intervarsity Sports 
Week-ends. Competitions among the three prairie universities of 
Alberta, Manitoba and Saskatchewan take place throughout the year, 
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tiiiu ox e held alternately at the different universities. Competitions 
take place among the universities of Alberta, British Columbia, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 

All expenses for these trips are paid by the W.A.B. They provide 
our teams with topnotch opposition, new friends, and unforgettable 
experiences, and accomplish our primary purpose of the promotion 
of goodwill and sportsmanship among the four campi. 

AWARDS: 

Minor athletic awards, which are green chenille block S’s, are 
presented to those girls who have played on two dntervarsity teams. 
Only one minor athletic award will be given to each deserving girl, 
but those who have played on six intervarsity teams will receive 
a major award. This is a wooden shield with silver crests denoting 
the sport and the year of participation in it. These awards are 
worthy of much justified pride on the part of those who receive 
them. 

MANAGERS: 

Each intervarsity team has a manager, and these managers are 
chosen in the spring. Applications are called for at that time and 
then selections are made by the board. Managers are responsible 
for equipment, transportation, and other such delegated duties for 
her particular team. If you would like to be on this end of the 
business apply to the President of the W.A.B. or Physical Education 
Department in the spring. 

The W.A.B. is concerned with all phases of intervarsity sports 
—playing, managing, refereeing, and sports writing; and our success 
depends on your participation and whole hearted support.

The Women’s Intramural Athletic Board is the board on the 
campus designed to organize the intramural sports activities. Intra¬ 
mural sports are the ones in which the colleges compete with each 
other. The purpose of the W.I.A.B. is to encourage every girl on 
the Campus to take part in intramural sports and to keep them in¬ 
formed of forthcoming events. 


Athletic ability is not a prerequisite. All that we ask is that 
your interest, college spirit, enthusiasm and willingness to co-oper¬ 
ate with others be directed toward at least one intramural sport. It 
is through participation in intramural sports that you have the oppor¬ 
tunity to meet new friends, to support your college and to obtain 
recreation and relaxation. 

The W.I.A.B. consists of the president of the W.I.A.B., the pre¬ 
sident of the WJV.B., a member of the University Physical Educa¬ 
tion staff and a representative elected by each College.

Managers for each sport were elected last spring. They will 
organize and manage schedules for their respective sports, and 
report their activities to the W.I.A.B. Sports notices will appear in 
the Sheaf, the Gym. and Sask. Hall. Detailed information can be 
obtained from your College Representative; you may also inquire 
at; the Phys. Ed. office. 

The first two intramural events will be tennis and golf. They 
start early in October, so see your sports representative right after 
registration. 
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The basketball league is organized in the first term, and the 
volleyball league in the second term to avoid conflicts if you wish 
to be active in both major sports. A basketball school for anyone 
wishing to learn or wishing to improve is held just before the first 
league games. An award is given to the most valuable player in 
each of these sports. The college team winning the basketball league 
becomes the U. of S. Orphanettes. 

There will be two swim meets in the Qu’Appelle Hall pool: one 
will be held in November and the other in February. Again, as in 
all sports, I want to stress that it is not your skill but your college 
spirit which makes these meets successful. The swimming pool is 
available to women at selected periods throughout the year. 

Curling begins in the second term. There will be several round 
robins in action throughout the term. The winners of the round 
robins play against each other in the finals. We expect to have ice 
available at the Rutherford Rink on the Campus. 

Badminton Tournaments are held twice during the year. The 
singles events are held during the first term, and the doubles during 
the second. 

Last year fencing was again included in intramural competi¬ 
tion after: several years as an intervarsity sport only. The fencing 
tournament is held in the spring. Anyone can learn this activity 
by turning out to the Fencing Club which runs all winter. 

Bach spring the W.I.A.B. and the W.A.B. hold a banquet to 
which every girl participating in an intramural sport is invited. The 
many trophies and awards are presented at this banquet to the Col¬ 
leges and individuals who have won their respective sports and 
honors. 

The High Point Trophy, the most important and exciting award 
presented at this time, is given to the College obtaining the greatest 
number of points during the year for all the sports. One-half of the 
points are given for participation, and one-half for wins. This again 
shows the importance of participating in the various activities and 
thereby supporting your College. 

The W.I.A.B. is counting on you to help us make 1960-61 the 
best year so far for intramural sports. We hope to meet each and 
everyone of you as you support your College in these sports events.

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The award pictured here is the most important award pre¬ 
sented each year. This is the Spirit of Youth Trophy, which was 
presented by Miss Cartwright, one time head of the Women’s 
Physical Education Department. The qualities the winner must 
have, as set by Miss Cartwright, include leadership, sportsmanship, 
academic ability, character and athletic ability. 



To be eligible for this award a girl must be in her graduating 
year or have a degree. Nominees for the award are handed in by 
other female students or by the various College Presidents. The 
winner of the award is picked by a committee which consists of the 
President of the University, the head of the Women’s Physical Edu¬ 
cation Department, the incoming Presidents of the P.K.D. and the 
W.A.B., and one other faculty representative. If you think that you 
know someone who fulfills these qualities be sure that their name 
is among 'the nominees wheni these are oalled for in the spring. 
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WOMEN’S INTRAMURAL HIGH POINT TROPHY is awarded 
every year to the college obtaining the greatest number of points 
from all intramural sports. Points are awarded equally for wins 
and for participation. Donated in 1959 by Sylvia Fedoruk, Peggy 
Wilton (former presidents of the W.A.B.) and Pat Lawson (for¬ 
mer W.A.B. member and now Director of Physical Education for 
Women). 

THE JNB TROPHY is awarded to the outstanding woman athlete 
in intramural sports. Donated in 1957 by Grace Jasper (P.K.D. 
president 1956-57), Myrna Needham (W.A.B. president 1955-56) 
and Joan Benson (W.A.B. president 1956-57). 

CRAWFORD TROPHY is awarded to the college winning the intra¬ 
mural basketball league. Donated in 1924 by Miss J. Crawford, 
former Director of Physical Education. 

MARY JONES TROPHY is awarded to the most valuable player 
in the intramural volleyball league. Donated by Mary Jones in 
1951, a former W.A.B. member. 

INTRAMURAL VOLLEYBALL TROPHY is awarded to the college 
winning the intramural volleyball league. Donated by Arlene 
Raycroft (former president of the W.A.B.), Donalda Clark and 
Donna Webb (W.A.B. members). 

BURWASH TROPHY is awarded to the best novice fencer. Donated 
in 1940 by Elinore Burwash, former W.A.B. president and Physical 
Education Director. 

KINSMEN CONCERT SERIES TROPHY was donated in 1957 and 
is awarded to the individual winning the intramural golf tourna¬ 
ment. 

CHAN TROPHY is awarded to the college winning the intramural 
tennis tournament. Donated in 1944 by the Chan family. 

HUDSON’S BAY TROPHY is awarded to the individual winning the 
intramural tennis tournament. Donated in 1933. 

MANNING TROPHY is awarded to the college obtaining the highest 
number of points in the intramural swim meets. Donated in 1926 
by Dr. R. S. Manning, then Professor of Chemissbry. 

MACKENZIE TROPHY is awarded to the individual obtaining the 
highest number of points in the intramural swim meets. 

BETTY MOORE TROPHY is awarded to the individual obtaining 
the highest number of points in the style and stunt swimming 
events in the intramural swim meets. Donated in 1946 by Miss 
Betty Moore, former W.A.B. president. 

DORIS WOODS TROPHY is awarded to the most valuable player 
in the intramural basketball league. Donated by Doris Woods, 
former W.A.B. president.

2. —The Receiving Line 

1. Invitation issued by the girl. 

The girl’s escort is introduced by the girl to the person stand¬ 
ing first in the receiving line. 

Miss Brown, may I introduce Mr. Bob Hammond—and I am 
Mary Davidson. Mary shakes hands with Lois Brown; then 
Bob, who is slightly behind and to the left of Mary, shakes 
hands with Miss Brown. 
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Miss Brown introduces, first Miss Mary Davidson and then 
Mr. Bob Hammond, to the person next in the receiving line. 
Mary shakes hands and says, “How do you do, Miss Rymer.” 
Bob follows in the same fashion—right down the line. 

2. Invitation issued by the gentleman. 

Miss Brown, may I introduce Miss Mary Davidson—and I 
am Bob Hammond. Then same procedure as in (1). 

3. At a tea where the girl is unaccompanied. 

Miss Brown, I am Mary Davidson. Shakes hands as in (1). 


3.—The Formal Dinner 

1. The lady is seated on the gentleman’s right. 

2. The fork, in front of the dinner-plate position is for the sea¬ 
food cocktail; or the spoon in the same position is for the 
fruit cocktail. 

3. The order for the use of the cutlery is from the outside of 
each particular kind to the inside. 

4. When the meal is over the serviette, unfolded, is placed on 
the table. 

5. If there is a Toast List: 

(1) The chairman is addressed as Mr. Toastmaster or Madam 
Toastmistress. 

(2) There is no smoking before the Toast to the Queen. 

(3) The Toast to the Queen >is always the first Toast. 

One accepted way for proposing this toast is as follows: 
Mr. Toastmaster rises and says, 

“Ladies and Gentlemen—the Queen.” 

Those assembled rise and stand at attention until one 
verse of ‘God Save the Queen’ has been played. Mr.

3. A semi-formal note is sent to one whom you are asking to 
be a patroness. 

4. The answer to a formal invitation should be in the wording 
of the invitation. 

5. R.S.V.P. on an invitation means a written reply is requested. 

6. A card should be enclosed with a corsage or bouquet. 

(Use white or off-white notepaper for all semi-formal or 
formal correspondence).
